King George VI Inspects Fleet 


Hovering Close to Naziland

WITH BRITISH HOME FLEET, 
Aug. 15. — (Delayed) — King 
George VI today completed a 
whirlwind visit to the home fleet 
during which he participated in 
battle exercises at sea aboard the 
battleship Duke of York and 
boarded the battleship Malaya on 
which he served as a junior offi- 
cer in the last war. 

The King was aboard during 
exercises in northern waters not 
far from the German occupied 
European coast. The fact the royal 
navy was willing to take the King 
into these waters best illustrates 
its attitude toward the German 
fleet. 

During firing exercises the King 
climbed eagerly here and there 
examining the myriad of dials and 
instruments. 

The Duke of York’s gunnery ap- 
peared to be the best perhaps be- 


cause his majesty was watching 
from the bridge and the gunners 
were on their toes. 

Throughout the exercises the 
King remained on the bridge al- 
most continuously except for a 
break for tea. 

On Friday the King visited the 
battleship Malaya. 

An interested spectator to this 
part of the program was a cat 
named Murphy which had wan- 
dered aboard the Malaya when 
she was being repaired in the 
Brooklyn Navy Yard. Despite the 
name, Murphy is a lady. 

Before concluding his visit the 
King inspected the Greek destroy- 
er Themistocles.

The entire Sicilian campaign 
had hardly cost more Allied lives 
than the final three weeks of the 
operations in North Africa, and 
each of the outfits engaged had 
emerged ready for new and harder 
tests 

140,000 Prisoners. 

It appeared tonight that Axis 
prisoners might total approxi- 
mately 140,000, or about a third 
less than those taken during the 
Tunisian campaign. No more Al- 
lied lives were believed to have 
been lost than in Tunisia,. where 
Allied casualties totaled less tan 
70,000 and American dead totaled 
2,184. 

Viewed with military objectiv- 
ity, Sicily was won at a bargain 
price, Its low cost and high stra- 
tegic value are «-rtain to become 
even more apparent as the Allied 
offensive swings into full stride in 
Europe. 

The island’s ports and airfields 
are the most important acquisi- 
tions to the Allied cause. Mes- 
sina’s fighter base at Borizzo was 
one of the top-notch Axis air- 
dromes and the network of fields 
near Catania can be transformed 
into a bomber base bringing vir- 
tually all of southeastern Europe 
within the range of devastating 
raids. 

The victorious Allied invasion | 
army was composed of nine infan- 
try divisions, a little more than 
one armored division, and air- 
borne elements.

Much Booty Taken.

Exchange 0 ld 
Gas Coupons 


By September 1 


Holders of the old type of sup- 
plemental gasoline ration books 
must exchange them for the new 
type of ration currency by Septerm- 
berl, regional OPA officials re- 
minded consumers yesterday in 
explaining the difference between 
the two kinds of coupons. 


The old coupons bear quite a 
bit of printed matter on the face 
of the stamps and call for the “de- 
livery of one (B or C) unit of 
gasoline.” 

On the face of the new coupons, 
however, there is only a small 
amount of printing and they bear 
the words “mileage ration.” 

Applications for the new supple 
mental ration books, which may 
be made either in person or by 
mail, must be filed by August 31.

Air Marshal Sir Arthur Coningham, Allied 
air commander in the Mediterranean theater 
of war, states that the German air force has 
been wiped from the skies in that area. Lit- 
erally, there is no air opposition worthy the 
name, to meet our fighters and bombers as 
they do their part in the campaign in Sicily 
and over the Italian mainland. 


The Germans are still able to send a re- 
spectable air force aloft on the Russian front 
and in western Europe. Steadily, though, even 
this remaining Luftwaffe strength is being 
whittied down. The graph of Axis air power 
is steadily downward, while that of the United 
Nations is always upward, If there were no 
other indication, this alone definitely fore- 
casts the shape of things to come in war, the 
certainty of where the victory shall finally 
rest.

ONE WORD MORE

“LIE IN THE DARK AND LISTEN” LONDON, England— 
(By Mail)—I have 


tried to write something here from time to time, on the Fortress 
crews and of their great gallantry and skill and courage. 

l saw several hundred of them, on more than one morning, form 
up and go toward Germany. I waited for them 
to come back, sweating it out, and counting the 
returning planes as soon as they became specks 
in the sky. 

Then one Sunday I picked up the Sunday 
Times and read in it a poem by Noel Coward, 
that versatile actor, producer, writer. He had 
written of the night bombers which one may 
lie in bed and hear going over in the sky above. 
I want to put that poem down here for you to 
read. It is called “Lie in the Dark and Listen” 
and it reads: 


“Lie in the dark and listen. 
It's clear tonight so they’re flying high, 
Hundreds of them, thousands perhaps, 
Riding the icy, moonlit sky, 
Men, machinery, bombs and maps, 
Altimeters and guns and charts, 
Coffee, sandwiches, fleece-lined boots, 
Bones and muscles and minds and hearts, 
English saplings with English roots 
Deep in the earth they’ve left below. 
Lie in the dark and let them go; 
Lie in the dark and listen. 


“Tie in the dark and listen. 

They're going over in waves and waves 
High above villages, hills and streams, 
Country churches and little graves 

And little citizen’s worried dreams; 
Very soon they’ll have reached the sea 
And far below them will lie the bays 
And cliffs and sands where they used to be 
Taken for summer holidays. 

Lie in the dark and let them go; 
Theirs is a world we'll never know. 
Lie in the dark and listen. : 


‘Lie in the dark and listen. 

City magnates and steel contractors, 
Factory workers and politicians, 
Soft hysterical little actors, 

Rallet dancers, reserved musicians, 
Safe in your warm civilian beds, 
Count your profits and count your sheep 
Life is passing above your heads, 
Just turn over and try to sleep. 

Lie in the dark and let them go;

Somehow that poem hit me hard. It said for all the fliers what 
should be said. And it says something to all of us. I cannot preach 
at the Americans, It is true that we complain in a childish fashion 
about the minor sacrifices we have to make, It is true that we yap 
a lot. We don’t mean all of it. The war is far from us. In England 
it is just a few minutes away. You may have read that in July 
almost 200 persons were killed by bombs in England and more 
injured. That is about the average now. The war still is at hand. 
It isn’t for us. So, I can’t preach much or fuss. We are just getting 
our feet wet in this war and we have not sacrificed a tenth as much 
as the people of England or Germany or Italy. Coward's poem 
seemed to be an answer and a challenge to all who must lie in the 


dark and listen. 

THE FORTS I wish I could do the same sort of poem for the 
Forts. I saw them go off, the dew flying from 

their wings, catching the sun and glowing red and green for one 

brief moment. I saw them climb and form and move off into the 

distance toward Germany, their guns ready, faces seen briefly at 

the windows and in the tail of the Forts. 


In London and in coastal cities I have stopped and listened to 
the Forts going over. Far up, out of sight, they were passing 
through the sky. We were not lying in bed listening. We were 
going about our daily jobs and they about theirs. 


Life was passing above our heads and our lives below seemed 
trivial and unimportant. And, I must say, a bit selfish. I always 
looked up and, corny as this may sound it still is true, said a quick, 
brief prayer for them. I knew then that even as they flew some 
person at home, unthinking, angry about politics, or perhaps selfish, 
was complaining about his gas rations, or his sugar allowanre or 
griping about not getting a decent steak. 

I wish for a lot of things. One thing I wish is that all Americans 
could see once and hear once, the Forts go over. You can't turh 
over and go to sleep when you hear them. You have to keep 
thinking. And perhaps that is best. 


Food, You Get Another or 
Go Hungry

You will not starve to death this winter, but all responsible 
investigators agree that you will find slim pickings—unless we

You won't starve, because a great many patriotic citizens de- 
liberately ignored the law for their country’s sake, and others who 
had cash reserves operated at a loss in the hope that somebody in 
Washington would eventually see reason. 


You will find slim pickings because OPA policies were made by 
educated theorists who have no common sense. In fact. if any 
ordinary illiterate hillbilly should learn about some of their official 
acts, he would undoubtedly say: “Why, them fellers are fools.” 


It isn’t a pleasure to say such things, but we must speak plainly 
and face facts if we expect to eat. 

Consider these typical examples, 

Though competitive canners must now use the same kind of 
glass containers, those who always used glass were permitted to 
charge more than those who formerly used tin, Is that foolish, 
or not? 


Eastern canners were told what they could charge for jam. and 
this automatically set the price they could pay for berries. Since 
this price wouldn't pay for containers and picking, the farmers had 
no choice but to leave the crop unpicked. Can you guess the OPA 
solution? It said: ‘Let the canners pay a fair price and take the 
loss."" Does that make sense? 


Consider this one reported by Edmond F. Maher. When informed 
that high wages and a new price ruling would force Californians to 
kill millions of baby chicks, OPA replied: “We can’t permit Cali- 
fornia to raise chickens if wages are that high.”

Proteins Help Keep Meals 
On High Nutrition Level 


By Ida Jean Kain. 


When you can’t get meat, what 
do you have instead—macaroni, 
with a sprinkling of cheese, escal- 
loped corn, or rice and tomatoes, 
or something of the sort? All 
those foods are good, but not sub- 


|stitutes for meat. 


What is needed is a food from 
the protein group: Eggs, fish, 
fowl, beans, milk or cheese. (But 
not just a sprinkling. You need 
one and one-half cups for the 
dish.) That group of foods fur- 
nishes complete protein. 

Good inexpensive sources of 
protein are heart and brains and 
they are also excellent sources of 
the B vitamins; pork liver, which 
is equal in food value to calves’ 
liver and much cheaper, and kid- 
neys which furnish iron and vita- 
mins in addition to protein. 


In a time of shortages, you are 
apt to go ahead and eat greater 
quantities of the foods you par- 
ticularly like regardless of what 
they supply in the way of nutri- 
tion. But this is the very time 
you must put your knowledge of 
nutrition to work to overcome the 
shortages and high prices. If you 
are careful in making the substi- 
tutions in your menus, you can 
keep your menus at a high nutri- 
tional level in spite of all the dif- 


| ficulties. 


One of our leading nutritionists 
once said that if a person had to 
subsist on a very limited diet, the 
three foods that would come clos- 
est to meeting the requirements 
would be 100 per cent whole grain 
bread, whole milk, and a green 
leafy vegetable. 

The whole grains supply— 
among other things—the impor- 
tant B vitamins. Milk furnishes 
protein, minerals and vitamins, 
and the green leafy vegetable 
steps up the vitamin A and iron. 
Make sure that all breads and 
cereals are the 100 per cent whole 
grain variety, and that you order 
enough milk to let each grown-up 
have one pint and each child one 
quart every day. Milk contrib- 
utes so much nutritionally that 
we must look on it as one of our 
main foods. Skim milk and but- 
termilk are rich in protein, cal- 
cium. and the B vitamins. They 
are cheaper than whole milk, and, 
with the exception of vitamin A, 
furnish the same essentials. For 
vitamin A, you could well use two 
green leafy vegetables a day while 
they are so plentiful. Tomatoes 
are also in season and some should 
be used daily. If posible, can 
them so you will have tomatoes 
to tide you over the winter.
